Signs of Rain from Fiſhes. 


SHES in the ſea, or in rivers, do often predict rain, 


by their playing towards the top of the water. The 


reaſon of which is this (ſays my Lord Bacon) fiſhes love to 
keep from the air as much as they can when it is dry, and 
eim lower, and will not approach the air till it is moiſt. 


[Though I rather think it is for want of a ſufficient quantity 
ſot internal air in the water, that the fiſhes are forced to leap 
u now and then upon the ſuperficies of the water, to recruit 
emſelves with a little freſh air; becauſe the external air, be- 
155 clogged with vapours, is too weak to penetrate the wa- 
ſters. For as fiſhes cannot live by water alone, but require 
due mixture of water and air; ſo neither can they live by 


Out 
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out ofthe water, being then out of their element. Ard ty 
they cannot live without air is evident, from their dying u 
rivers and ponds when frozen up, 

Now, to give the natural reaſon for this, I cannot Gt 
better than in the words of the ingenious Dr. Charl:s Pref 
(Phil. Tranſactions No. 225. p. 419.) Fiſhes (ſays he! ae 
remarkably different from all other animals in many pat. 
culars. The moſt conſiderable difference is in their van; of 
lungs, and their not breathing; and yet it is neceſſary tha 
ſomething ſhould ſupply this in fiſhes, which may hav: tle 
lame effect upon their blood, as the air has upon ours, by 
entering into our lungs, that is to ſay, to divide and dillohe 
It, and render it fit for circulation. Now we find no partin 
fiſh more proper to produce this effect than the Bronchiz, 
that lie, like ſo many leaves upon each other, under that 
gills ; for they receive the water in by che mouth, and re- 
turn it by the pills, or, receiving it in by the gills, they thro 
it out by the mouth. Hence it is agreed upon by all, tha 
the water contains ſomething that produces this effect, and 

this ſeems moſt probably to be air. NE 

That there is air in all water cannot be doubted after th 
experiment of Mr. Marolle. He ſet a veſſel of water ove! 
the fire, ſo to drive out the water from it; this water he pu! 
into the air-pump to draw out the air from it, and after that 
filled a phial with it, within two or three fingers of the top, 
which ſpace he only left full of air, and ſtapt the phial wel 
and by ſhaking it the water imbibed the air, ſo as to rue 
up and quite fill the phial. | _— 5 
But we need not wonder that fiſh cannot alſo live in tus 
open air; their blood is naturally leſs hot than ours, fo 
the natural heat of ours would be a fever in them, and mote 
tal. For the nitre of the pure air is in too great a quantit), 
and two ſubtile, ſo that it diſſolves their blood too much, and 
makes it too fluid; whereas the nitre in the water is moie 
groſs and in leſſer proportion; whence it gives their blood 

only a fluidity requiſite to keep it in its natural ſlate. 10
